This beautiful species is very common in the Win er, being fre- 
queitly taken, mixed with others of this genus. 


= singular Bird is pretty frequent on some of our ccasts breed- 


ing there. It is constantly diving. It may be trained tor fishing 
either in the sea or rivers, | 


More frequent than the above; but has the same habits and mah- 
3 ners. It is diiticult to make either fly, they always taking to diving. 


This also resembles the two last in manners, &c. and is a constant 
3 inhabitant of many parts of Great-Britain.
